G e rm a n Attach*' Talks Kntertninlngly 
of Our Warwhip*. 
Washington, May 82.-—Captain lie u ­ 
tenant von Roo ber Parch wit?., naval ab* 
tach* of the German embassy, talked 
interestingly yesterday with a reporter 
at to his observations of the Am* rican 
navy, covering not only the war period, 
but an Inspection of our ships, uavy- 
yard* and naval methods in the period 
shut* the war 
This officer made such 
a favorable report to the Gt-rmau ad­ 
miralty concerning the consideration 
shown him br American naval circles 
that it brought a strong letter of thanks 
from the minister of ruannoof Germany 
to Secretary Long and, to some extent, 
offset the tension arising over alleged 
differences between the American and 
(herman naval officer* in the Philip­ 
pines. 
Speaking of the technical construction 
of American ships. Captain Von Reubsr 
Parchwits said: 
“It is quite noticeable 
that your American naval constructors 
and shipbuilders show the characteristic 
energy of Americans Lu wishing to find 
something new. 
While the American 
ships art* built on the same general lines 
ae the German aud English whips, yet 
they show e tendency to try new ideas, 
to experiment on details. 
For instance, the disposition of am­ 
munition aud the ammunition hoists are 
admirable contrivances. 
The ammuni­ 
tion is served through one central cham­ 
ber, aud is delivered immediately back 
of the gun ready to be placed in the 
breach and fired. 
This is so obviously 
the right thing and so practical in the 
rush and confusion of action that all 
navies followed the lead of your Ameri­ 
can constructors when they Aret adopt­ 
ed this method of getting the ammuni­ 
tion to the gun. 
There are many of 
these small punts which appeal to the 
naval observer. 
In the placing of guns 
aud arm* sr, the Amen eau and German 
ships art* much alike, except that we 
have never re warted to your device of 
the double-decked 
turret, 
which is 
probably not beyond the experiment 
Stage. The large coal opacity of Amer­ 
ican ships is a capital feature which

are to have outlying territory such as 
Hawaii and the Philippines,” 
“ How does the personnel of our navy 
—the officers and men—compare with 
that of other navies?” was asked. 
“The American naval officers have 
much technical 
knowledge, 
perhaps 
more than German officers, bat it is a 
question whether the technical cannot 
be carried too far to the exclusion of 
those larger subjects of torpedo maneuv­ 
ering, etc. 
You have just united the 
engineer brauch with the regular line 
of the navy, so that hereafter all your 
naval officers will also have to be steam 
engineers. 
That is carrying the techni­ 
cal knowledge very far, and will put 
such great requirements on your officers 
that the result will be awaited with 
much interest by students of naval af­ 
fairs. 
When officers are compelled to 
master such a mass of detail they have 
scant time for considering the larger 
questions of attack aud defense and the 
the r<*al science of war fore. 
They be­ 
come too mechanical 
The great naval 
commanders are not nu-rely engineers, 
but men of intellectual attainments, 
thought and statesmanship, as well as 
tech ii 1 cal knowledge of ropes and irons. ” 
“ As to the American sailor, it is hard 
to judge him by any foreign standard as 
your Ideas aud ours are so totally differ­ 
ent. 
Physically the American sailor is 
a splendid specimen. 
The American 
im t nod of recruiting is calculated to 
get a good class of men, drawn from a 
wide stretch of country and with fre­ 
quent infusion* of new blood, while 
with us sail*snug is almost a life busi­ 
ness. 
Probably as a whole the Ameri­ 
can system gets a better class of men 
than that in vogue abroad. 
It certainly 
tend* to give the men greater self re­ 
liance and that in turn may be the 
reason they are '-ach good fighters. 
“They certainly know how to keep 
yonr ships in shape aud the discipline 
and general conditions 
observed on 
board an American 
man-of-war are 
probably equal to those of any naval 
service in the. world.”

CURRENCY* IIEFO IIM . 


Points Said to Have Been A g w d Up­ 
on by Republican Comm ittee. 
Washington, May 22.—It is under­ 
stood that the house Republican caucus 
committee, appointed to frame a scheme 
of currency reform, has agreed upon a 
measure along the following lines; 
The redemption of all obligations of 
the government in gold on demand. 
Greenbacks, when once redeemed for 
gold, to be reissued only for gold. 
Permitting national banks to issue 
notes to the par value of their govern­ 
ment bonds deposited in the treasury, 
Instead of BO per cent as at present. 
Permitting the minimum capital of 
national banks to be $$5,000, instead of 
ICO .OOO an at present. 
This plan is much less comprehensive 
than ardent advocates of general cur­ 
rency revision have urged, but was 
adopted because harmonious agreement 
on it was possible, which was not the 
case when more radical measures were 
suggested. 


KILLED HER JHUSBAND 


Now M exico Dem ands Her Extradi­ 
tion Under the New Treaty. 
Washington. May 22.—The Mexican 
ambassador, Senor Aspires, has pre­ 
sented to the secretary of state an im­ 
portant case which calls for an interpre­ 
tation of a clause in the new extradition 
treaty. 
His government asks for the 
surrender of the widow of Martin Rich. 
According to the statement which ac­ 
companies the application, Martin Rich 
was an American of means, living in 
Juarez, on the Mexican side of the Rio 
Grande, opposite El Paso, Tex. 
His 
wife stubbed him in the back, inflicting 
a fatal wound, but before death came 
she got him across the river, so that Mr. 
Rich died on American soil. 
The Mexi­ 
can government accuses Mrs. Rich of 
murder and asks that she bo surrendered 
to Mexico for trial. 
The fact that the 
woman is an American makes the case 
extraordinary. 
# 
The Mexican ambassador was seen at 
the embassy. 
He said; 
“This is the 
first time the United States has been 
called upon to extradite one of its own 
subjects, and this makes the case of un­ 
usual interest. 
Besides it is the first to 
occur between our countries since the 
ratification of the new treaty, which 
was arranged a few weeks ago. 
"The crime is peculiar in that it was 
committed by a woman aud the criminal 
was an American. 
Thoro is no question 
that such a criminal deserves punish­ 
ment. 
At tho same time there is a 
clause in the new trouty which places 
the extradition of a person, who is a na­ 
tive of the country from which it is de­ 
sired to take that person, within the dis­ 
cretion of the president. 
Should the 
president, on whose excellent judgment 
I implicitly rely, decide adversely to the 
claim of Mexico fen* the extradition of 
this criminal, there would be no punish­ 
ment for her in this oountry, as your 
oourts would not take cognizance of a 
crime committed in another country. 
Mexioo, of course, wishes to piece all 
bars possible to the advantage which 
evildoers might take of this clause and 
oommit crimes from which they can 
easily escape their deserved punishment 
by fleeing to their native land.” 


PHILIPPINE ISLANDS 


Do Not Produce Enough For 
the Consumption of 
the Natives. 


AGRICULTURAL OFFICERS 


A t Washington Issue at Deport Bear­ 
ing on the Island's Prod activeness. 
ltice One of the Most Inqtortant 
Food FdmIucin - Fruits Grow In 
A b u n d a n t * —T o b a c c o Raised. 


Washington, May 22. —A report on 
the plant products of the Philippine is­ 
lands, just indued by the agricultural de­ 
partment, is ant bority for the statement 
that tin* Philippines, although an agri­ 
cultural country, do not produce enough 
food for the consumption of its inhabi­ 
tants. 
In order to supply the deficiency 
it is the custom to draw upon other rice 
producing countries, notably the French 
colony* of Cochin, China. 
No explana­ 
tion of this condition is offered, the re­ 
port dealing exclusively with the agri­ 
cultural resources of the islands as they 
now exist. 
The report shows that of the area of 
the Philippine islands, one-ninth, or 
about 8,000,000 acres, is devoted to agri­ 
culture. 
Taking into account the nat­ 
ural fertility of the soil, and the vast 
portion of these rich lands not yet under 
cultivation it con safely be assumed, it 
adds, that with better methods of ex­ 
ploitation, the total agricultural produc­ 
tion of the islands could be increased to 
IO or 15 times its present amount. 
One of the most important food prod­ 
ucts of the islands is rice, which forms 
the staple food of not only the native 
population, bat also of the numerous 
Chinese inhabitants. 
More than IOO 
varieties are grown and by planting al­ 
ternately an early aud a late variety, 
two crops a year can be secured. 
The 
ordinary price of rice in the husk is 
from 90 to 6*5 cents per bushel, while 
shelled rice brings from 90 to 05 cents 
per busheL 
The annual production of 
this commodity is about 38,000,000 bush­ 
els, an amount far below the actual re­ 
quirements of the population, 
even 
when supplemented by maize, sweet 
potatoes, bananas aud other native fruits 
and tubers. 
In some years the quantity 
of rice imported into Manila from Sai­ 
gon has exceeded 3,200,000 bushels with 
a value of nearly #8,0 00,000. 
Maize, next to rice, is the most im­ 
portant of the grain products of the 
Philippines, the report stating that in 
-s'veral provinces it is the chief subsist­ 
ence of the natives. 
Tuberous roots also constitute a valua­ 
ble source of food. 
Among these, the 
sweet potato occupies first rank, with 
an annual production of about 08,000,* 
OOO pounds. 
The common, or white 
potato, although of a rather inferior 
quality, comes next in importance. 
Fruits grow in great abundance, ba­ 
nana.- heading the list, while other varie­ 
ties tire the man go-pineapple, tamarind, 
orange, lemon, plums, bread fruit aud 
pawpaw. 
Large quantities of sugar cane are 
grown, but, owing to crude methods of 
manufacture, the sugar made in the 
Philippines is inferior in quality and 
consequently brings a low price. 
About 
500.000.000 pounds a year are exported, 
exceeding all other exports, except those 
of Manila hemp, of which nearly the 
entire crop is marketed abroad. 
The 
average yearly shipments amounts to 
nearly 100,000 long tons. 
Cotton has 
recently lost much of its former import­ 
ance partly because of the excessive tax­ 
ation, hut principally because of the 
successful competition of British fabrics. 
Years ago indigo was one cd the im­ 
portant products of the islands aud there 
ar* many kinds of dye plants grown. 
Coffee is grown successfully on the 
Philippine archipelago, but the planta­ 
tion* are not nearly so well managed as 
they might be. 
As a general role Phil­ 
ippine coffee is not of the best quality. 
Tobacc o grows to some extent in moat 
of the islands of the archipelago. 
Ovei 
100.000.000 of cigars are exported an­ 
nually from Manila aud the shipment! 
of leaf tobacco average about 20,400,000 
pounds. 
Of spices, the Philippines furnish nut­ 
megs, cinnamon, pepper, ginger and 
marjoram. 
Medicinal plants are abund­ 
ant, but most of them are little known.

THE 
PARIS AGROUND 


All oil Board Safely Landed — There 
Was No Excitement. 
Falmouth, May 22.—The American 
Hue steamer Paris. Captain Watkins, 
from Southampton, May 90, via Cher­ 
bourg for New York, ie hard and fast 
aground just off Lowland’s point, two 
miles east of Oovertuk. 
The vessel went 
aground yesterday in a dense fog. 
The 
passengers Were landed safely at Fal­ 
mouth. 
It is not known to what extent 
the vessel is damaged. 
Captain Wat­ 
kins reports that she Ilea In a comforta­ 
ble position in a smooth sea. 
When the vessel struck, assistance 
was summoned by means of rockets. 
As soon as the signals of distress were 
seen at Ooverack, the rocket apparatus 
was made really and a crew of four men 
put out in a lifeboat and proceeded to 
the stranded ship. 
The men report that 
when they reached the Paris they found 
not the slightest sign of excitement 
aboard the ship. 
All the passengers 
were below at the time. 
As there was 
evidently no immediate danger, the life­ 
boat arew left the Paris and came to 
Falmouth to summon assistance. 
The first intimation of the vessel's 
striking the rocks was a slight grating 
sound, which was followed by a second 
and more pronounced shock. 
The look­ 
out gave a warning shout, but before 
the engines oould be reversed the ship 
was on the rocks. 
A majority of the passengers were 
not aware that an accident had hap­ 
pened until they were summoned on 
deck, when they found the boats all 
ready to receive them. 
The sea was 
calin at the time, and the passengers 
were safely got aboard the lifeboats 
without difficulty. 
From the boats they 
were transferred to tugs, which had 
gone to the assistance^ of the distressed 
vessel, and brought to Falmouth. 
An effort w a* made last evening to 
tow the Paris off the rook. 
Three tugs 
were engaged at fall pressure with the 
steamer’s steel hawsers, her own engines 
assisting for half an hour. 
The attempt 
wa* entirely unsuccessful, the steamer 
not badging an inch. 


C aused E xcitem ent In London. 
London, May 22.—The news of the 
disaster to the Paris spread rapidly in 
London, and great 
excitement and 
alarm wa* felt until the arrival of the 
information that all on board were safe. 
The company’s offices were besieged 
with inquirers, anxiously asking for 
news regarding friend* or relatives on 
board the steamer. 


DAWSON CITY 


Main Portion of the town Destroyed 
by Fire—Los* $4,000,000. 
Victoria, B. G., May 22.—The main 
portion of the city of Dawson was de­ 
stroyed by fire on April 28, causing a 
loss of #4,OOO,OOO. 
In all ill buildings, 
including the bauk of British North 
America were bunted. 
The news was 
brought down by L. S. Hume, a son of 
Mayor Hume of Seattle. 
J. Toklas aud 
a third party who left Dawsou on April 
27 and made their way out by canoe to 
Lake Le Barge and then over the ice, 
having a most perilous trip, report the 
fire occurred on April 26 in the very j 
heart of the bournless center of the city, 
commencing near the operahouse on 
the water frout, and spreading with un­ 
usual rapidity. 
It was driveu by a 
strong neath wind, destroying every­ 
thing in its way on that street down to 
and including Donahue Ss Smith’s es­ 
tablishment. 
The fire then took in all of the water 
front buildings abreast of the same 
blocks. 
It crossed the street, burned 
through and spread over to Second 
street, covering the principal basin ess ; 
portion of Dawson, leaving it all in 
ashes, with the firemen helpless and 
powerless to (kl anything. 
The fire came at a time when th e' 
mill* and dealers in building materials 
had depleted their winter supplies and j 
were waiting the opening of navigation : 
to replenish their stock*. 
The result is j 
a famine in all kind* of building mater-: 
ial aud furniture, such as sashes, doors, * 
locks, hinges, eto. 
The few articles 
still remaining outside of the buret dis- j 
trlot have quadrupled in price. 
Doors 
are selling for $85 each, door locks #8 
and everything else in proportion.

when two nations are divided by a vital I 
issue, while in less important questions j 
it exists already. ’ 
“France is hesitating and will prob­ 
ably agree with Russia. 
Several dele­ 
aves confess that they came to the con­ 
ference unprepared aud have already 
learned mach. ’ 


E u g e n ie Is W e ll. 
Rome, May 22.—The report of the 
death of Eugenie, former empress of 
France, is entirely without foundation. 
She is well aud yesterday received her 
niece* on her yacht off Nap es.
